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TO  THE  COLLECTOR

The  Editor  has  always  found  the  obituary  page  very  stimulating  reading  probably 
because  he  already  has  his  own  retirement  hobby  nicely  organized  in  his  mind.  And  the 
project  will  certainly  be  full  of  fun,  games  and  healthy  laughs,  too.  We  all  know  that 
moderate  exercise  and  a happy  personality  contribute  to  a long  life.  The  Editor  plans  to 
take  a file  of  his  favorite  “numismatic”  newspaper,  covering  the  years  from  1961  to  about 
1966,  and  do  a bit  of  research.

The  research  will  result  in  a neatly  or- 
ganized story  showing  the  tremendous  increase  of  public  interest  in  “coin  collecting”, 
cheerful  statistics  about  “the  thousands  of  new  collectors  entering  the  market”,  not  so 
subtle  advice  about  how  “we  can  help  you  build  your  numismatic  investment  portfolio”, 
and  prognostications  to  the  effect  that  the  “hobby  of  numismatics”  is  off  to  a brighter 
and  rosier  (more  profitable)  future,  with  immediate  profits  easily  within  “your” 
grasp,  if  you’ll  only  take  “our”  advice.  This  sort  of  stuff,  gentle  reader,  indicates  what 
has  happened  to  the  hobby.  The  great  public  interest  we’ve  heard  so  much  about  is  noth- 
ing but  Adam’s  old  urge  to  turn  a quick  easy  buck.  As  might  have  been  suspected,  if  there 
was  money  to  be  made,  the  flies  gathered  around  the  manure  heap.  The  gentleman 
quoted  above  put  his  finger  right  on  the  button  and,  smartly,  he  gave  up  the  hobby.  He’ll 
probably  live  longer  as  a result.  The  good  question  is,  will  the  hobby  survive? 
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ANCIENT  COMMEMORATIVE  COINS

When  a collector  of  American  coins  happens  to  encounter  a United  States  com- 
memorative half  dollar,  he  may  feel  that  he  has  in  his  possession  something  that  is 
uniquely  modern.  He  knows  that  the  first  United  States  commemorative  coin  was  issued 
in  1892,  a scant  73  years  ago,  to  coincide  with  the  World’s  Columbian  Exposition  held 
in  Chicago.  The  same  collector  would  perhaps  be  surprised  to  learn  that  not  only  are 
commemorative  coins  not  an  American  invention,  but  that  they  have  a long  history 
which  stretches  back  almost  to  the  invention  of  coinage  itself. 

According  to  the  latest  information  we  have,  coinage  was  begun  in  the  western 
world  in  the  Greek  state  of  Lydia,  in  Asia  Minor,  somewhere  around  the  year  625  B.C. 
It  was  not  much  more  than  125  years  later,  about  the  year  490/489  B.C.,  that  the  first 
coins  which  we  can  truly  call  “commemorative”  began  to  appear.  In  that  year,  as  every 
student  of  ancient  history  will  recall,  the  woefully  outnumbered  army  of  Athens  inflicted 
a crushing  defeat  upon  the  Persian  hosts  of  King  Darius  on  the  Plains  of  Marathon. 
The  casualty  list  tells  the  story  better  than  anything  else  — only  192  Athenians  and 
allies  perished  as  against  6400  Persians.  This  victory  also  dispelled,  once  and  for  all, 
Greek  fear  of  Persian  fighting  ability ; it  gave  the  Greeks  a self-confidence  that  was 
to  pay  handsome  dividends  on  the  battlefields  of  Plataea  and  Issus. 

This  amazing  victory  almost  immediately  found  expression  on  the  city’s  coinage. 
The  old  coin  types  had  been  a helmeted  head  of  Athena  on  the  obverse  (head)  and,  on 
the  reverse  (tail),  a somewhat  humorous  representation  of  Athena’s  sacred  bird,  the 
owl.  The  Athenians  now  desired  to  make  some  change,  to  give  recognition  to  their 
wonderful  escape  and  victory.  Above  all,  however,  they  were  a conservative  people.  It 
would  not  have  served  their  purpose  to  replace  the  old  familiar  types  which  were  known 
and  accepted  in  trade  throughout  much  of  the  Greek  world,  with  new  types  that  would 
cause  at  least  a temporary  loss  of  commerce.  So  the  allusions  to  the  victory  had  to  be 
in  harmony  with  the  old  types,  and  small  enough  in  the  total  design  to  cause  no  alarm  to 
would-be  receivers  of  the  coins.  The  Athenian  engravers  found  a very  acceptable  solution 
to  this  problem.  On  the  helmet  of  Athena,  which  had  formerly  been  plain,  they  now 
placed  three  (and  sometimes  four)  upright  olive  leaves  (the  mark  of  victory)  to 
symbolize  the  city’s  triumph,  under  its  patron  deity,  over  the  Persians. 

This  first  rather  modest  attempt  at  a commemorative  coinage  was  succeeded  almost 
immediately  by  a number  of  other  examples  from  all  over1  the  Greek  world.  From  this 
time  on,  until  their  domination  by  the  Romans,  the  Greek  cities  issued  an  almost  endless 
series  of  what  may  rightfully  be  called  “commemorative”  coins.  We  can  mention  just  a 
few  of  the  more  striking  examples. 

Only  a short  decade  after  the  Athenian  innovation  in  this  new  idiom,  a larger  and 
more  impressive  commemorative  coinage  was  issued  at  the  other  end  of  the  Greek 
world,  in  the  splendid  city  of  Syracuse  on  the  island  of  Sicily.  The  occasion  for  this 
coinage  was  another  Greek  triumph  over  the  “barbarian”  — this  time  the  Greek  coalition 
of  the  cities  of  Agrigentum  and  Syracuse  defeated  the  Carthaginian  army  of  Hamilcar 
at  the  battle  of  Himera  (480B.C.),  thus  saving  Sicily  from  foreign  domination. 
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Iradition  tells  us  that  when  the  defeated  Carthaginians  sued  for  peace,  Demarete, 
the  wife  of  the  king  of  Syracuse,  persuaded  her  husband  to  make  the  peace  terms  some- 
what milder  for  the  conquered.  Evidently  she  succeeded,  for  the  grateful  Carthaginians 
awarded  Demarete  a very  valuable  golden  crown  for  her  efforts.  According  to  the  Greek 
historian  Diodorus,  she  turned  this  crown  into  cash  and  proceeded  to  coin  a marvelously 
attractive  series  of  silver  ten  drachma  and  four  drachma  pieces,  similar  indeed  in  design 
to  those  that  had  been  current  in  Syracuse  before,  but  so  far  superior  to  them  that  one 
can  only  wonder  at  their  artistry.  On  the  obverse  (head)  is  the  old  Syracusan  four-horse 
chariot  with  Victory  crowning  the  horses,  but  now,  below  the  ground  line,  there  is  added 
a figure  of  a running  lion,  which  many  have  supposed  symbolized  a terrified  Africa 
(Carthage).  On  the  reverse  of  this  magnificent  coin  is  again  the  head  of  the  city’s  patron 
goddess,  the  fountain-nymph  Arethusa,  but  now  her  head  is  so  much  more  artistically 
conceived,  so  much  more  charming,  that  numismatists  have  felt  that  the  woman  portrayed 
is  perhaps  the  noble  Demarete  herself.  Around  her  head  cavort  the  traditional  four  dol- 
phins, symbolizing  the  fact  that  the  goddess’  spring  of  fresh  water  arose  in  the  harbor 
and  was  completely  surrounded  by  the  salt  waters  of  the  sea. 

The  next  commemorative  coin  with  which  we  shall  deal  is  the  famous  tetradrachm 
of  King  Philip  II  of  Macedon.  Modern  economists  and  historians  still  marvel  at  this 
king’s  grasp  of  monetary  theory  and  his  insight  into  the  problem  of  how  to  make  a

small  kingdom  into  a great  one.  Early  in  his  reign  Philip  realized  the  absolute  necessity 
of  creating  a stable  economy  in  order  to  insure  political  dominance.  Toward  this  end  he 
revised  the  coinage,  so  Macedonian  merchants  could  compete  with  their  commercial 
neighbors  on  an  equal  footing.  Then,  by  a combination  of  diplomatic  trickery  and  military 
might,  he  seized  the  fabulously  wealthy  mines  in  the  Pangaean  mountains  of  Thrace  and 
began  to  issue  an  extensive  series  of  gold  coins,  the  largest  issue  of  gold  money  Europe 
had  ever  seen.  Philip  needed  this  wealth  to  finance  the  large  army  he  was  building  and 
training  — students  of  history  will  remember  his  innovation,  the  Macedonian  phalanx, 
which  swept  all  before  it. 

In  the  same  year  that  he  captured  these  mines  (356  B.C.)  Philip  received  two  other 
dividends.  First  of  all  his  son  was  born  — the  famous  Alexander  the  Great  — and  then,  to 
cap  everything,  the  king’s  own  racehorse  won  at  the  Olympic  games.  It  was  in  honor 
of  this  latter  event  that  Philip  began  to  coin  his  second  splendid  series  of  tetradrachms. 
The  obverse  bore  a magnificent  head  *of  a bearded  Zeus,  the  same  design  that  had  ap- 
peared on  his  first  issue.  But  now  the  reverse  showed  a young  Jockey  seated  on  a vigor- 
ously prancing  horse,  which  he  crowns  with  a long  palm  branch.  This  coin  type  became 
very  popular  in  the  ancient  world  and  the  Macedonian  kings  continued  to  strike  the 
design  long  after  Philip’s  death.  These  coins  even  traveled  up  the  Danube  River  Valley 
where  they  were  imitated  again  and  again  by  the  barbarians  in  the  following  centuries. 
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The  next  commemorative  coin  is  somewhat  akin  to  many  Roman  commemorative 
types,  in  that  it  was  struck  primarily  to  create  confidence,  rather  than  to  rejoice  in  a 
victory.  Demetrius  of  Macedon,  nicknamed  “Besieger  of  Cities,”  was  the  son  of  old  King 
Antigonus,  and,  with  his  father,  was  drastically  defeated  at  the  battle  of  Ipsus  (301  B.C.) 
by  a coalition  of  the  other  successors  of  Alexander  the  Great.  Flying  for  his  life,  a king 
without  a kingdom,  Demetrius  set  sail  for  the  island  of  Cyprus  with  his  still  strong  fleet. 
From  there  he  managed  to  make  a lightning  raid  upon  a “treasure  city”  of  Asia  Minor, 
thus  seizing  for  his  purposes  a large  supply  of  silver  and  gold  bullion.  Demetrius  im- 
mediately proceeded  to  turn  this  treasure  into  a beautiful  series  of  coins  in  order  to 
finance  his  future  forays.  The  types  are  very  interesting  and  certainly  qualify  for  the 
title  of  “commemorative  coins.”  On  the  obverse  we  see  the  prow  of  a Grecian  war 
galley,  and,  perched  upon  it,  the  winged  figure  of  Victory,  blowing  a war  trumpet.  This 
design  recalls  the  monumental  statue  Demetrius  caused  to  be  erected  on  the  island  of 
Cyprus,  the  forerunner  of  the  famous  “Nike  of  Samothrace”  now  in  the  Louvre.  The 
reverse  of  the  coin  bears  a strongly  modeled  figure  of  Poseidon,  god  of  the  sea,  holding 
a chlamys  (cloak)  in  his  left  hand  and  wielding  a trident  with  his  right.  Both  symbol- 
ized the  great  sea  victory  won  by  Demetrius  at  the  battle  of  Salamis,  seven  years 
before.  They  no  doubt  were  intended  as  propaganda,  to  impress  people  with  the  knowledge 
of  Demetrius’  wonderful  skill  as  a naval  commander,  and  also  as  a promise  of  future

greatness.  It  would  seem  that,  this  time  at  least,  propaganda  and  self-glorification  paid 
off  handsomely;  within  six  years  Demetrius  was  again  (294  B.C.)  a real  king,  firmly  in 
possession  of  Macedonia. 

A commemorative  coin  issued  by  another  king  of  Macedonia,  Antigonus  Gonatas 
(277-239  B.C.) , had  a more  compelling  reason  for  its  striking  than  either  of  the  two 
preceding  issues.  At  the  beginning  of  the  third  century  B.C.  there  occurred  one  of  those 
mass  migrations  of  peoples  with  which  ancient  history  is  so  replete.  This  particular  trek 
involved  that  branch  of  the  Celtic  peoples  known  as  the  Gauls.  They  had  plagued  the 
Romans  about  390  B.C.  and  now,  a century  later  (279),  they  tramped  through  the  mountain 
barriers  of  northern  Greece  and  overran  Macedonia  and  Thrace  and  raided  as  far  down 
in  Greece  proper  as  Delphi,  where  the  famous  oracle  of  Apollo  was  located. 

It  was  a moment  of  desperation  for  Greece,  but  a man  arose  who  was  capable  of 
meeting  the  challenge.  Antigonus  Gonatas,  son  of  that  Demetrius  whose  coin  we  have 
already  seen,  marshalled  a large  Macedonian  army  and  soundly  defeated  the  barbarians 
at  the  battle  of  Lysimachia  (277B.C.),  thus  saving  all  of  southern  Greece  from  their 
depradations.  The  army  immediately  elected  him  king,  and  in  honor  of  his  important 
victory  Antigonus  struck  a very  interesting  series  of  tetradrachms.  On  the  obverse  these 
coins  looked  like  the  contemporary  Macedonian  battle-shield,  but  in  their  center,  instead 
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of  a boss,  they  had  the  head  of  the  woodland  god  Pan.  This  was  in  response  to  a report 
that  it  was  the  god  himself  who  had  thrown  confusion  (panic)  into  the  ranks  of  the  enemy. 
On  the  reverse  of  this  fine  coin  is  a picture  of  a fighting  Athena,  who,  as  patron  goddess 
of  the  finer  and  gentler  arts,  symbolizes  all  the  Greek  peoples  in  their  stand  against  the 
“uncultured”  barbarians.  Antigonus’  victory  was  fully  as  important  as  those  of  Marathon 
or  Himera,  and  we  are  fortunate  that  this  concrete  record  of  it  remains. 

So  far,  all  the  Greek  commemorative  issues  we  have  dealt  with  have  celebrated 
battles.  There  were,  however,  other  types  of  commemorative  coins  struck  by  the  Greeks. 
One  example  can  be  found  in  the  Egyptian  series  struck  by  the  Ptolemies,  the  Hellenistic 
kings  of  Egypt.  Gold  had  always  been  more  plentiful  in  this  exotic  country  than  it  was 
in  Greece  proper,  and  the  early  Ptolemies  struck  quite  a few  commemorative  issues  in 
this  royal  metal.  One  of  the  most  interesting  of  these  was  the  series  of  gold  octodrachms 
and  tetradrachms  circulated  by  them  in  the  middle  years  of  the  third  century  B.C.  These 
coins  have  on  one  side  the  jugate  (a  numismatic  term  that  means  two  portraits  side-by- 
side)  busts  of  the  first  Ptolemy  and  his  wife,  and  on  the  other  side,  the  jugate  busts  of 
Ptolemy  II  and  his  wife.  Numismatists  believe  that  these  coins  were  struck  about  the 
year  270  B.C.  by  Ptolemy  II  to  memorialize  his  parents,  and  especially  the  deeds  done 
by  his  father,  Ptolemy  I,  styled  “The  Savior  of  His  Country.”

The  oriental  tendency  to  make  a deity  of  the  human  ruler  had  been  quickly  picked 
up  by  the  Greeks,  as  we  know  from  this  issue,  for  the  portraits  of  the  founding  Ptolemy 
and  his  wife  are  labelled  “of  the  gods”.  The  native  Egyptians,  who  had  always  viewed 
their  Pharaoh  as  divine,  probably  saw  nothing  out  of  the  ordinary  in  this.  But  Ptolemy 
II  cleverly  combined  religious  notions  with  political,  for  by  reproducing  both  pairs  of 
portraits  he  not  only  hints  at  his  own  “divine”  descent,  but  also  makes  clear  the  stable 
continuity  of  Ptolemaic  government,  descending  in  peace  and  prosperity  from  father 
to  son. 

In  this  brief  glance  back  at  the  ancient  Greek  coinages  we  have  seen  several  examples 
of  the  commemorative  urge,  in  a day  when  such  propaganda  played  its  part  in  insuring 
popular  loyalty.  It  must  be  admitted,  however,  that  in  the  process  the  Greeks  succeeded 
in  creating  some  very  artistic  coin  designs  as  well.  It  is  a pity  that  our  country  has  not 
seen  fit  to  venture  more  frequently  into  this  idiom  in  recent  years,  for  out  of  our  own 
rich  history  many  more  events  and  personalities  could  be  found,  to  become  handsome 
motifs  in  new  commemorative  coin  designs. 
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AND  NOW  PROOF  SETS  BY  THE  “KNIGHTS  OF  MALTA  U.S.”

Students  of  Heraldry  and  Decorations  have  long  been  familiar  with  the  veteran 
Order  of  Malta,  the  oldest  institution  of  the  kind  in  existance  today.  Our  old  friend,  Dr. 
Charles  Schwarzenberg,  prepared  a short  article  on  the  Order  at  our  request,  which 
appeared  in  the  fifth  issue  of  the  Numismatic  Review  last  year.  We  asked  him  to  do 
this  because  in  1960  the  Order,  an  internationally  recognized  entity  endowed  with  legal 
Sovereignty,  with  its  seat  in  Rome,  began  once  again  to  strike  coins  after  an  interval 
of  one  hundred  and  sixty-two  years. 

We  were  somewhat  startled  therefore,  to  read  a most  informative  news  report  in 
the  September  22  edition  of  Coin  World  that  the  “Sovereign  Order  of  Saint  John  of  Jer- 
usalem (the  so-called  American  Order)”  was  planning  to  issue  a set  of  Proof  coins  in 
this  country.  These  pieces,  “will  be  based  on  the  Zecchino  system  inaugurated  under  our 
rule  on  the  island  of  Malta  in  1530.”  Coin  World  concluded  their  report  by  commenting, 
“The  Knights  of  Malta  have  never  issued  coinage  of  any  type  since  their  domicile  on 
U.  S.  soil  in  1908.  They  claim  this  coinage  right  by  virtue  of  sovereignty  derived  from  the 
original  Order  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem,  which  ruled  Malta  1530-1798”. 

To  the  best  of  our  knowledge  we  have  never  heard  of  any  organization  calling 
itself,  “The  Sovereign  Order  of  Saint  John  of  Jerusalem  — Knights  of  Malta”,  which 
became  domiciled  in  the  United  States  in  1908.  There  are,  of  course,  American  Knights 
of  Malta  who  owe  their  title  to  the  Order  in  Rome.  It  is  difficult  to  believe  that  an 
American  fraternal  organization  created  in  1908  has  any  international  Sovereign  claim 
to  descent  from  the  Knights  who  ruled  Malta  in  1530.  Both  the  Holy  See  and  the  Re- 
public of  Italy  only  recognize  the  Order  in  Rome  which  is  without  any  question  the  same 
Order  that  once  ruled  the  island  before  1798. 

Coin  World’s  news  report  was  based  on  an  announcement  about  the  new  coins  in 
the  form  of  a letter  sent  out  by  the  American  “Order”  from  an  address  in  Washington. 
The  paper  shows  heraldic  insignia  belonging  by  right  to  the  Order  of  Malta.  It  seems 
to  us  that  the  use  of  this  symbolism  is  as  dangerously  incorrect  as  if  the  official  United 
States  eagle,  as  it  appears  on  the  Great  Seal  of  this  country,  was  employed  by  private 
individuals  who  have  no  connection  with  the  U.  S.  Government.  Numismatically  speaking, 
the  “Zecchino”  system  is  also  not  without  interest.  The  new  Zecchino  coin  to  be  in- 
cluded in  the  projected  sets  is  silver,  whereas  the  actual  prototype  piece  with  this  name 
was  in  gold. 

A further  comment  on  the  subject  appeared  in  the  October  13  edition  of  Coin  World 
based  on  a protest  made  by  Sig.  Remo  Capelli,  the  “numismatic  consultant  of  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  Sovereign  Military  Order  of  Malta”,  in  Rome.  Sig.  Capelli  wrote  several 
American  collectors  objecting  strongly  to  claims  made  by  the,  “Sovereign  Order  of  St. 
John  of  Jerusalem,  Knights  of  Malta”,  whose  headquarters  is  located  in  Shickshinny, 
Pa.  He  declared  the  group  had  no  connection  with  the  Knights  who  once  ruled  the  island 
of  Malta.  It  followed  that  the  Shickshinny  aggregation  had  no  right  to  issue  coins  and 
whatever  they  chose  to  issue  could  not  properly  be  classified  as  coins.  From  our  point 
of  view  the  most  interesting  thing  about  this  news  report  is  Coin  World’s  balanced 
treatment  of  the  claims  of  both  organizations  as  if  they  could  be  considered  of  equal 
validity,  whatever  that  validity  might  be.  The  Vatican  Secretariat  of  State  and  the  Italian 
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Foreign  Office  would  certainly  not  find  themselves  in  agreement  with  this  implied 
equality. 

The  reader  will  now  have  gathered  that  there  is  something  very  odd  about  the 
“Knights  of  Malta  (U.  S.)”  of  Shickshinny,  Pa.  Just  how  to  explain  this  oddity  is  not 
within  our  powers  at  the  moment.  The  difficulty  has  perhaps  been  resolved  for  us  by  Mr. 
Glenn  Godwin,  of  Binghamton,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Godwin  has  submitted  a press  release  of  his 
own  which  we  print  here.  As  he  says,  “The  opinions  are  my  own  and  do  not  necessarily 
reflect  those  of  the  sponsor”. 

MILITARY  ORDER  OF  THE  MALTESE  FALCON  (Edsel  Division) 

Knights  of  St.  George  and  the  Dragon 

Special  news  release.  Now  hear  this!  Sweepers  man  your  brooms. 

The  Supreme  Grand  Master,  Filbert  III  (what  a nut)  of  the  Military  Order  of  the 
Maltese  Falcon  announces  the  first  annual  issue  of  Fake  proof  sets.  It  must  be  explained 
at  this  point  that  the  silver  Fake  is  the  crown  sized  dollar  which  is  the  largest  coin  in 
the  set. 

In  the  monetary  system  of  Maltese  Somaliland,  a decimal  currency  is  in  theoretical 

use.  The  Fake  is  divided  into  100  Bogus. 

The  Military  Order  of  the  Maltese  Falcon  claims  sovereignty  over  the  land  occupied 
by  a telephone  booth.  The  exact  location  of  this  booth  is  a well  kept  secret,  but  is  said 
to  be  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Order’s  Numismatic  Offices. 

Preliminary  plans  call  for  striking  the  1 Bogus,  10  Bogus  and  50  Bogus  in  the  new 
Cupro-cardboard  alloy  invented  by  Ruth  Hukill,  and  first  used  in  the  Itse  proof-sets. 

The  crown  sized  Fake  will  be  struck  in  Franklinoleum,  a new  alloy  of  tin,  zinc  and 
baloney  developed  by  the  Franklin  Mint.  The  crown  will  have  a lettered  edge,  with  the 
Latin  motto : Sic  Semper  Swindlum. 

A specially  polished  set  will  be  sent  to  the  Editorial  Board  of  Coin  World. 

The  first  strikes  will  be  an  issue  of  5,000  sets,  at  $20  a set.  Checks  and  bank  drafts 
should  be  made  payable  to  the  North  Bank  of  the  Potomac  River. 

Further  details  of  the  designs,  number  of  restrikes  planned,  special  cut  rates  to 
dealers,  etc.,  will  be  announced  later.

Dear  Sir : 

I don’t  think  I commented  upon  your  article  about  the  tulip  fever  and  the  madness 
of  crowds,  but  I thought  it  was  very  good.  One  item  I’d  like  to  add  is,  I feel  that  this 
same  crowd  madness  often  takes  over  at  a coin  auction.  This  often  results  in  some  very 
oddly  high  prices  at  times.  A coin  will  often  sell  for  a price  it  never  attained  before  and 
does  not  demand  afterwards.  This  is  good  for  the  seller,  but  can  be  puzzling  to  the 
observer. 

I think  that  too  little  has  been  written  about  the  philosophy  of  coin  collecting.  We 
seem  to  be  in  the  age  of  the  statistical  approach,  on  the  American  scene,  with  the  number 
minted  and  the  price  figures  being  two  of  the  main  items  of  interest.  But  aside  from 
the  historical  and  technical  backgrounds,  other  questions  also  remain.  How  much  coin 
buying  is  “impulse  buying?”  What  type  of  person  will  collect  coins  for  which  there  is 
no  album,  and  possibly  not  even  a good  catalog?  Should  a large  coin  necessarily  sell  for 
a higher  price  than  a smaller  coin  of  same  date  and  series?  (There  seems  to  be  quite  a 
strong  tradition  for  this.  But  does  it  really  make  sense?)  Are  the  circulated  coin  and  the 
proof  of  the  same  issue  the  same  coin  in  two  different  conditions,  or  are  they  really 
two  different  coins?

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AN  EXCHANGE  OF  VIEWS  WITH  A HELSINKI  COLLECTOR 


Dear  Sir, 

The  grading  of  coins  is  difficult  without  clearly  stated  conditions.  Regardless  of  age, 
a coin  labeled  “fine”  should  be  a coin  with  full  picture  and  legend. 

I knew  when  I ordered  these  coins  (C446  and  C452)  that  these  series  generally  are 
poorly  struck  and  preserved,  but  as  no  explanation  “F  for  coin”  or  “Only  part  of  pic- 
tures visible”  was  offered,  I thought  that  I at  last  had  found  acceptable  specimens.  How- 
ever, I will  keep  C452,  as  it  certainly  is  much  better,  at  least  2-3  grades,  than  C446,  which 
would  be  a B & D fair,  (coin  clear  enough  to  identify). 

This  makes  me  suggest  you  to  print  in  the  “Numismatic  Review”  clearly  defined 
general  specifications  of  the  conditions  F-G-VG-F-VF-XF-AU  and  UNC.  The  UNC 
grade  has  some  special  problems  too.  Does  not  every  true  UNC-coin  have  to  be  BU? 
Can  UNC.  coins  be  cleaned  to  become  BU?  Etc.  etc. 

I don’t  idolize  the  modern  very  petty  grading,  but  when  the  coins  in  the  $5— $100 
class  rarely  are  pictured  an  obvious  scale  should  be  adopted. 

I have  a basic  suggestion.  It  is  very  rudimentary  but  its  purpose  is  to  be  applicable 
to  all  coins  : 

Fair  — Clear  enough  to  identify  as  to  type.  Generally  not  collectable. 

Good  — A worn  coin.  If  common,  not  collectable. 

V.  good  — Main  features  not  clear.  Legends  may  be  partly  missing. 

Fine  — Main  features  clear,  but  not  sharp.  Legends  must  be  readable. 

V.  fine  — Main  features  sharp  but  not  outstanding.  Legends  clear. 

Ex.  Fine  — Main  features  outstanding.  Legends  sharp.  (A  real  collector’s  coin). 

I’m  certain  almost  anybody  can  offer  a better  suggestion  but  this  could  start  a 
discussion.  The  question,  of  course,  is : Should  same  grading  standards  be  applied  to 
Ancients  as  to  1800-1900  coins?

Dear  Sir, 

Thank  you  for  your  letter  of  Sept.  21,  and  for  C453,  which  I am  going  to  keep,  though 
the  two  missing  chunks  of  the  VF  coin  nicely  illustrate  the  point  of  more  detailed  de- 
scription I tried  to  make  in  my  first  letter.  The  coin  was  lovely,  nicely  struck  with  clear 
legends  and  certainly  would  rate  XF/VF  in  my  opinion,  but  don’t  you  think  the  words 
“two  planchet  breaks”  or  “two  immaterial  edge  pieces  missing”  should  have  been  added? 

My  full  sympathy  is  with  you  for  having  to  make  a living  by  dealing  with  collectors 
of  the  “Victoria  eye-ball”  type.  People  of  that  type  are  not  real  coin  collectors.  They 
are  condition-snobs  who  could  as  well  collect  “crisp  uncirculated”  candy-papers  or  “mint 
brilliant  choice  prooflike  uncirculated”  tin  buttons.  The  dealer  type  you  mention  is 
familiar  to  me,  but  I read  in  Coin  World  that  the  new  crowd  of  unethical  dealers  is  thin- 
ning. 
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May  I compliment  you  here  for  C823.  I bought  it  partly  out  of  curiosity  to  see  what 
a prooflike  F.  D.  C.  coin  looked  like,  and  now  I know.  Generally,  I don’t  buy  uncirculated 
coins.  AU,  XF  or  VF,  if  properly  graded,  should  do  when  you  want  a type  coin.  When  I 
have  to  buy  an  expensive  U.  S.  type  coin,  I’d  rather  buy  a holed,  plugged,  edge  damaged 
etc.  coin  than  anything  below  F.  I think  it  is  more  important  to  see  what’s  left  clearly, 
than  have  a faded  worn  image  of  the  whole  coin.

The  Philosophy  of  Coin  Grading 

We  will  close  this  discussion  of  coin  grading  with  some  comments  selected  from  those 
which  appeared  in  the  February,  1965,  issue  of  Randolph  Zander’s  Coin  List. 

“A  coin  person  has  to  be  able  to  describe  coins  and  understand  another’s  description 
of  them,  especially  state  of  preservation  and  general  appearance. 

The  ingredients  in  classifying  coins  are  experience,  judgment  and  candor.  In  inter- 
preting another  person’s  classifications,  experience,  judgment  and  a measure  of  tolerance 
are  needed.  Given  these  qualities  on  the  respective  sides,  understanding  should  prevail 
and  misunderstandings  should  be  few. 

I can’t  shuck  the  conviction  that  coin  classification  like  all  the  critical  arts  is  governed 
by  rules  that  really  don’t  change.  The  audience  may  change  a little,  but  I disapprove  of 
talking  down  to  people.  At  the  same  time,  one  should  no  more  persist  in  the  peculiar- 
ities of  vocabulary  of  another  day  than  cling  aggressively  to  pince-nez  and  silk  cord. 
But  if  a man  disciplines  himself  to  a sort  of  gentlemanly  old-fashioned  conservatism 
he’ll  not  go  far  wrong. 

A few  simple  points  bear  repeating : 

— State  fairly  the  coin’s  basic  condition.  Resist  over-using  modifiers  like  strong, 
plus  choice.  Use  pejorative  ones  — weak,  rough,  mottled  — at  least  as  much. 

— Devote  an  extra  line  if  need  be  to  signalling  something  significant  the  basic 
words  can’t  convey.  A cold  strike,  as  on  the  big  Swedish  ore,  the  heavily  grained 
fabric  of  a rolled  taler,  the  texture  of  a Mexican  revolutionary  peso. 

— • Face  up  to  tooling,  mounting,  gilding,  heavy  cleaning,  cyanide  pickling  and 
the  like.  Although  the  photograph  of  a coin  or  plaster  cast  may  speak  better  than 
words,  it  can  sometimes  mislead.  Whether  shown  on  the  plate  or  not,  the  coin  should 
he  equally  carefully  described. 

— Handle  UNC  carefully.  ABT  UNC  is  often  the  safest  refuge;  when  in  doubt 
it’s  obviously  the  only  one.  If  you’re  talking  about  copper,  RED,  BRILLIANT,  DULL- 
ISH as  adverbs  can  be  helpful. 

— • Calibrate  to  established  standards  — Brown  and  Dull,  condition  census  — where 
they  exist.  For  foreign  coins  we  have  none. 

— In  scrutinizing  the  other  man’s  classification  a six-power  glass  and  a pretty 
high  boiling  point  are  recommended  equipment.  Using  a miscroscope  isn’t  cricket.”

FRANCE 

In  taking  view  of  the  coinage  of  this  empire  for  the  past  century,  it  is  seen  to  be 
marked  by  three  epochs. 

For  some  years  previous  to  1726  there  was  a remarkable  confusion  in  the  currency. 
Frequent  changes  were  made  in  the  coin,  both  as  to  the  standards  and  the  valuation;  the 
effect  of  which  was  a constant  and  prodigious  depreciation  of  the  livre  tournois,  the 
integral  of  money  of  account.  For  example,  the  livre  of  1689,  which  in  fine  gold  corre- 
sponded to  a weight  of  60.4  centigrammes,  and  in  fine  silver  to  7.48  grammes,  was,  after  a 
series  of  reductions,  brought  down  to  one  third  of  those  quantities,  in  a space  of  only 
thirty-one  years.  A reform  was  necessary;  and  in  1726,  under  Louis  XV.,  a general  re- 
coinage took  place,  both  of  gold  and  silver,  upon  a new  basis.  This  standard  was  steadily 
maintained  for  a long  course  of  years.  The  silver  coins  remained  unaltered  until  the 
Revolution;  but  in  1785  it  was  judged  expedient  to  reduce  the  gold  coin  weight,  and  it 
was  accordingly  called  in,  and  recoined  at  a new  rate.  These  therefore  are  two  epochs 
above  noted ; and  it  should  be  added,  that  when  French  crowns  are  now  spoken  of,  they 
are  understood  as  those  coined  upon  the  basis  of  1726;  louisd’ors  are  those  issued  since 
1785. 

The  third  epoch  was  the  Revolution ; an  unlikely  occasion,  apparently,  for  the  de- 
velopeinent  of  a cautiously  devised  system  of  coinage.  Nevertheless,  it  was  in  1795,  the 
year  III.  of  the  Republic,  that  the  present  admirable  and  permanent  system  was  begun, 
although  not  consumated  until  eight  years  after.  Its  basis  was  no  less  a standard  than 
the  dimensions  of  the  earth.

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THE  OLD  MEXICAN  MINT 


In  the  early  1840’s,  Frances  Caldaron  de  la  Barca,  an  American  girl  married  to  a 
Spanish  Diplomat,  went  to  live  in  Mexico  for  a period  of  two  years.  The  letters  she 
wrote  home  to  her  family  were  eventually  published  in  Boston  in  1842.  They  have  been 
recently  republished  by  Dolphin  Books,  Doubleday  & Co.  Inc.  One  of  the  letters  de- 
scribes a visit  to  the  old  Mint  in  Mexico  City  about  the  year  1841.  We  feel  it  will  be  of 
interest  to  our  readers. 

July  20 

“As  we  are  living  in  the  mint,  the  directors  have  called  on  us ; and  this  morning  they 
came  to  invite  us  to  descend  into  the  lower  regions  to  see  the  silver  coined.  We  went 
all  over  this  immense  establishment,  a fine  picture  of  decayed  magnificence,  built  about 
one  hundred  and  ten  years  ago  by  the  Spaniards.  Dirty,  ill-kept,  the  machinery  rude,  the 
workmen  discontented;  its  fine  vaulted  roofs,  that  look  like  the  interior  of  a cathedral, 
together  with  that  grandiose  style  which  distinguished  the  buildings  of  the  Spaniards  in 
Mexico,  form  a strong  contrast  with  the  occupants. 

We  saw  the  silver  bars  stretched  out,  the  dollars  cut  and  whitened  and  stamped; 
and  in  one  place  we  saw  the  machines  for  coining  false  money,  which  have  been  collected 
in  such  numbers  that  there  is  hardly  room  for  them  ! We  saw  the  place  where  the  silver 
and  gold  is  tested ; and  the  room  with  the  medals,  amongst  which  are  some  ancient 
Roman,  Persian,  and  English,  but  especially  Spanish,  and  many  of  the  time  of  Charles 
III ; when  we  were  looking  at  which,  an  old  gentleman  exclaimed,  ‘Would  to  Heaven 
those  days  would  return!’  Without  doubt  the  general  feeling.  This  old  man  had  been 
forty-four  years  in  the  Casa  de  Moneda,  and  had  lived  under  several  viceroys.  He  could 
remember,  when  a boy,  being  sent  with  a commission  to  the  Viceroy  Revillagigedo,  and 
being  very  much  frightened,  but  soon  reassured  by  the  kind  reception  of  the  representative 
of  majesty.  He  spoke  of  the  flourishing  condition  of  the  mint  in  those  days,  which  coined 
twenty-seven  millions  annually,  and  was  a royal  house.  He  said  that  the  viceroys  used 
to  praise  them  and  thank  them  for  their  exertions ; that  the  house  was  then  kept  in  the 
most  perfect  order,  the  principal  officers  wearing  a uniform,  etc. 


Hereupon  another  old  gentleman  took  up  the  theme,  and  improved  upon  it;  and 
told  us,  that,  on  one  occasion,  they  had  one  million  three  hundred  thousand  dollars’  worth 
of  gold  in  the  house;  and  described  the  visit  of  the  Vicereine  Yturriguary,  who  came  to

It  will  be  noted  that  we  decided  that  the  system  of  “X”  numbers  used  in  connection 
with  our  book  offerings  actually  caused  a certain  element  of  confusion.  For  this  reason 
we  have  eliminated  the  “X”  designation. 

Clain-Stefanelli,  E.,  “Select  Numismatic  Bibliography”.  New  York,  1965.  406  pages.  No 
illustrations.  $12.50

Cullimore  Allen,  J.  J.,  “Sovereigns  of  the  British  Empire”.  Spink  & Son,  1965.  60  pages. 
Illustrations  in  the  text.  $5.75 

There  has  long  been  a need  for  a work  of  reference  to  catalogue  and  describe  cor- 
rectly the  sovereigns  of  Great  Britain  and  of  the  British  Empire  and  British  Common- 
wealth of  Nations.  Captain  Cullimore  Allen  set  himself  the  task  of  producing  such  a 
reference. 

Considering  that  the  milled  sovereign  is  classified  as  a modern  coin,  it  is  surprising 
how  difficult  it  is  to  get  an  accurate  description  of  some  of  the  rarities.  In  particular  the 
total  specimens  struck  for  any  year  before  the  beginning  of  the  issue  of  Mint  Reports 
in  1870  has  needed  a great  deal  of  research.  The  necessary  information  has,  however,  been 
obtained,  and  is  published  here.  It  covers  not  only  the  number  of  sovereigns  struck  at  the 
London  mint,  but  also  those  struck  at  the  branch  mints.  Every  known  type  of  sovereign, 
including  those  of  South  Africa  as  far  as  1960,  has  been  faithfully  catalogued,  while  the 
text  contains  a great  deal  of  history  and  many  interesting  anecdotes.

The  only  serious  criticism  to  be  made  of  this  excellent  book  is  the  title  it  bears. 
While  it  is  true  that  most  informed  Europeans  are  familiar  with  the  term  “Benelux”  to 
indicate  Belgium,  Holland  and  Luxemburg,  it  does  not  follow  that  the  rest  of  the  world 
is  equally  well  informed  about  the  circumstances  which  brought  this  contraction  into 
being.  Its  use  here  serves  to  obscure  the  subject  of  the  book. 

Disguised  under  the  awkward  title,  Mr.  Delmonte  has  written  an  extremely  useful 
survey  on  the  gold  coinage  of  that  region  often  called  the  “Low  Countries”.  He  covers 
the  Dutch  and  Belgian  issues  from  early  Medieval  times  to  the  present  day.  There  are  31 
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excellent  plates  and  the  book  is  well  printed  on  quality  paper,  and  presented  in  two 
languages  (French  and  Dutch)  for  maximum  reader  convenience. 

Harris,  R.  P.,  “A  Guidebook  of  Modern  European  Coins”.  Whitman,  1965.  $1.85 

Supplements  Yeoman  by  giving  mintage  figures  of  most  of  the  significant  modern 
issues  with  a more  or  less  current  schedule  of  valuations  for  specimens  in  Fine  condition. 
Great  Britain  is  omitted  presumably  because  covered  in  another  work  by  the  same  pub- 
lisher. No  illustrations. 

Mazard,  Jean,  “Histoire  Monetaire  et  Numismatique  Contemporaine,  1790-1963. 

Tome  I,  1790-1848”.  Paris,  1965.  294  pages.  Illustrations  in  the  text.  $26.00 

The  first  of  a 2 volume  work  dealing  with  the  modern  coinage  of  France  proper. 
Each  denomination  is  described  according  to  the  tabular  form  made  familiar  by  the 
well-known  “V.G.”,  a book  now  long  out  of  print.  Additional  tables  indicate  quantities 
issued.  Proofs  and  Patterns  are  also  listed.  There  are  no  valuations,  but  each  piece  is 
given  a rarity  number. 

The  main  sections  into  which  the  work  is  divided  are  preceded  by  an  essay  dealing 
with  the  monetary  history  of  the  period  about  to  be  covered.  New  ground  has  been 
broken  by  the  author  who  has  included  the  paper  money  issues  from  the  Revolutionary 
Assignats  to  the  notes  of  the  Bank  of  France.  This  will  be  a welcome  addition  to  many 

This  will  be  a welcome  addition  to  many 
Collectors  and  quite  possibly  may  stimulate  interest  in  this  aspect  of  the  French  cir- 
culating medium. 

The  numerous  illustrations  are  integrated  into  the  text  rather  than  being  grouped 
together  at  the  end  in  the  form  of  plates.  While  they  are  adequate  to  the  purpose,  they 
do  not  have  the  high  quality  of  those  in  Yriarte. 

In  view  of  the  rarity  and  high  cost  of  “V.G.”,  Mazard’s  book  will  undoubtedly  be- 
come the  familiar  reference  for  French  coins. 

Severin,  H.  M.,  “The  Silver  Coinage  of  Imperial  Russia”,  1965.  Spink  & Son,  and  others. 
276  pages.  48  plates.  $15.75 

The  long  awaited  companion  to  the  same  author’s  earlier  work  on,  “The  Gold  and 
Platinum  Coins  of  Imperial  Russia”.  While  the  Ruble  has  been  fairly  well  covered  in 
various  easily  accessible  books  like  Davenport,  there  has  been  nothing  heretofore  in 
English  giving  detailed  information  on  the  minor  silver  coinage  of  Russia.  This  gap  has 
now  been  filled  by  Severin.  In  addition  he  also  lists  Patterns  and  the  popular  “Novodel” 
series. 

Yriarte  and  Lopez-Chavez,  “Catalogo  de  los  Reales  de  a Ocho  Espanoles”.  Madrid  1965. 
258  pages.  Illustrations  in  the  text.  $45.00 

The  long  awaited  new  edition  of  the  standard  work  on  this  series  now  conventionally 
known  to  most  Collectors  as  “Yriarte”.  There  are  1600  coins  described,  25%  more  than 
in  the  first  edition.  Nine  hundred  of  these  are  illustrated,  largely  by  half  tone  cuts  of 
actual  coins  and  not  plaster  casts  so  often  favored  in  European  publications. 

Two  particular  characteristics  of  this  edition  deserve  mention.  The  coins  are  now 
grouped  according  to  Mints,  following  the  system  adopted  by  the  authors  in  their  books 
on  Spanish  gold  issues.  The  value  estimates  are  in  U.  S.  Dollars  and  the  text  is  in  both 
English  and  Spanish.  As  a result  the  book  is  very  easy  for  the  American  collector  to  use. 

In  considering  the  usefulness  of  any  book,  the  appearance  and  format  cannot  be 
neglected.  This  edition  is  similar  to  the  earlier  one  in  that  it  is  cleanly  printed  on  fine 
coated  stock.  The  authors  have  certainly  been  well  served  by  their  publishers  in  this 
respect.  Although,  the  price  is  high,  the  book  has  the  compensating  advantage  of  being 
nice  looking.  It  is  an  absolute  “must”  for  anyone  interested  in  the  coinage  of  Spain  and 
Spanish  America. 
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An  Appreciation  of  Elvira  Clain-Stefanelli’s, 
“SELECT  NUMISMATIC  BIBLIOGRAPHY”

In  our  modern  numismatic  world  it  is  not  easy  to  remember  those  dim  days  when 
the  Collector  was  the  dominant  figure  and  the  manipulation  of  coins  and  other  artifacts 
solely  for  a quick  profit  was  not  considered  to  be  a legitimate  part  of  the  hobby.  Logically 
enough,  the  economic  facts  of  life  (for  the  moment)  are  reflected  in  much  of  today’s 
output  of  articles  and  books  in  the  field.  It  is  a pleasant  surprise,  therefore,  when  we 
encounter  a useful  book  which  shows  the  cool  hand  of  an  author  who  is  a true  Numis- 
matist, but  at  the  same  time  understands  the  Collector’s  love  of  coins  for  themselves 
alone,  rather  than  as  disembodied  scientific  records,  or  economic  properties  with  a profit 
potential.  Mrs.  Elvira  Clain-Stefanelli’s  name  has  become  increasingly  familiar  to  coin 
devotees  in  recent  years,  thanks  to  the  splendid  way  she  and  her  husband  have  carried 
out  their  duties  as  Curators  of  the  United  States  National  Collection  housed  in  the 
Smithsonian  Institution  in  Washington.  The  recent  ceremonies  in  connection  with  the 
Bicentennial  of  the  Smithsonian  have  served  to  publicise  their  imaginative  presentation 
of  that  collection  in  the  Institution’s  new  quarters.  Mrs.  Stefanelli  has  done  us  all  still  a 
further  service  with  her  book,  “Select  Numismatic  Bibliography”. 

In  the  preface  the  author  very  cogently  states  her  belief  in  the  necessity  for  those 
with  a real  interest  in  Numismatics  to  expand  their  reading,  adding,  “to  collect  coins 
without  trying  to  explain  their  historical  background  is  a senseless  enterprise”.  Anyone 
familiar  with  the  Editor’s  often  expressed  opinions  on  the  same  subject  will  realize  how 
close  the  spiritual  bond  between  Mrs.  Stefanelli  and  himself  must  be.  At  the  same  time 
this  statement  gives  fair  warning  to  the  heathen,  in  all  their  various  manifestations, 
who  today  plague  the  hobby.  There  is  nothing  whatever  in,  “Select  Numismatic  Biblio- 
graphy”, about  the  latest  “Trends”,  “Investment”  or  the  present  state  of  the  bag  and 
Proof  Set  market.  This  book  is  a book  about  books  and  not  about  prices. 

When  counseling  people  to  read  widely  it  is  always  difficult  to  come  up  with  a 
sensible  list  of  publications  which  might  interest  them.  Advice  to  visit  a good  Library 
may  be  sound  enough,  but  it  is  a bit  daunting.  Nobody  likes  to  be  thrown  on  the  mercies 
of  an  endless  set  of  drawers  of  catalogue  cards  or  a harrassed  member  of  the  Staff  who 
is  as  vague  about  what  you  want  as  you  are  yourself.  A whole  Library  is  too  much.  It 
is  just  a problem  of  this  kind  that  Mrs.  Stefanelli  has  set  about  to  resolve.  The  word 
“Select”  in  the  title  of  her  book  was  put  there  with  deliberate  purpose.  In  preparing 
her  Bibliography  she  did  not  attempt  to  list  all  books  or  references  which  have  anything 
to  do  with  coins,  collecting  or  Numismatics,  but  only  a selection  of  those,  which  in  her 
mature  judgement,  are  both  useful  and  available.  Her  judgement  is  founded  on  over  thirty 
years  of  experience  with  scholarly  numismatics  and  firmly  controled  by  a keen  and 
analytical  mind.  Given  the  framework,  the  faults  of  significant  ommission  are  few. 

It  is  not  easy  to  know  exactly  what  sort  of  image  a volume  of  this  kind  will  conjure 
up  in  a potential  buyer’s  mind.  So  a Bibliography  is  a List?  We  all  know  what  Lists 
are  — long  drab  columns  of  type  listing  heaven  knows  what,  possibly  in  alphabetical 
order,  and  certainly  having  all  the  visual  charm  of  a telephone  directory.  An  image  of 
this  sort  is  not  terribly  encouraging.  The  statistics  in  themselves  are  impressive.  Mrs. 
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Stefanelli  s work  has  no  less  than  4762  entries,  and  406  pages.  But  the  contents  are  not 
arranged  in  slumber  making  alphabetical  order.  There  are  eight  broad  sectional  divisions 
devoted  to  the  General ; the  Historical  Evolution  of  Money  (from  Ancient  to  Modern 
times);  Paper  Money;  Economics  and  Banking;  Tokens;  Medals;  Decorations;  Technical 
Aspects  of  Coinage;  Special  Topics,  including  such  subjects  as  Coinage  Art,  Counter- 
feiting, Hoards,  Important  Collections  and  coin  Exhibitions.  The  whole  is  neatly  drawn 
together  at  the  end  by  a splendid  author  Index  which  will  enable  you  to  find  important 
works  by  specific  writers. 

Each  of  these  sections  is  subdivided  to  permit  the  reader  to  pinpoint  the  topic  holding 
his  immediate  interest.  Almost  one  hundred  of  the  pages  are  devoted  to  the  various 
aspects  of  Greek,  Roman  and  Byzantine  coins  alone.  Those  collectors  of  United  States 
coins  who  think  that  published  material  is  limited  to  one  small,  brightly  covered,  volume 
will  get  an  eye  opener  when  they  see  how  much  there  is  on  this  phase  of  numismatics. 
Just  reading  over  the  section  devoted  to  the  American  Colonial  and  National  coinage  is 
likely  to  provide  an  impetus  to  expand  any  collection.  In  short,  “Select  Numismatic 
Bibliography”  is  cleanly  printed  and  attractively  presented  to  catch  the  eye.  An  excursion 
into  its  pages  is  easy,  pleasant  and  can  be  (intellectually)  profitable. 

In  recommending  this  book  I am  aware  that  my  very  terms  of  reference  may  imply 
unexpressed  limitations  which  will  occur  to  some  readers.  I have  hinted  at  the  breadth 
of  the  author’s  background  and  her  official  position  with  the  Smithsonian.  There  is  pos- 
sibly an  element  of  double  jeopardy  here.  There  are  some  who,  diffidently  considering 
the  problem  of  becoming  Collectors,  might  shy  away  from  so  much  awful  dignity  and 
distinction.  This  would  be  a pity.  The  volume  is  just  as  friendly  and  approachable  as  the 
author  herself.  There  is  even  a page  devoted  to  handbooks  for  beginners. 

Narrowly  limited  by  the  barriers  they  throw  up  to  protect  themselves  against  scary 
things  outside  the  borders  of  the  United  States,  there  is  a tendency  for  Americans  to 
forget  that  Numismatics  is  international  in  scope.  Conversely,  foreigners  might  assume 
that  an  American  in  an  official  position  could  not  be  expected  to  take  their  needs  into 
consideration.  These  two  stereotypes  would  both  be  in  grievous  error.  The  multi-lingual 
Elvira  Clain-Stefanelli  has  not  only  addressed  her  work  to  English  speaking  peoples, 
but  to  the  true  international  fraternity  of  Numismatists  and  Collectors.  A conscious  at- 
tempt has  been  made  to  give  a complete  world  wide  coverage  to  numismatics  by  including 
the  most  significant  works  regardless  of  the  language  in  which  they  are  written. 

Both  Mrs.  Stefanelli’s  book,  and  this  appreciation  of  it,  are  quite  clearly  addressed  to 
that  small  percentage  of  the  coin  oriented  public  which  can  be  considered  literate,  either 
numismatically  or  otherwise.  Individuals  in  this  category  are  fairly  determined  types. 
They  have  libraries  and  are  accustomed  to  choose  their  own  reading  with  little  outside 
guidance.  For  this  reason  the  Editor  believes  he  will  be  required  to  state  the  obvious. 
No  matter  how  self-confident  you  are  about  your  knowledge  of  coins,  or  the  extent  of 
your  own  library,  “Select  Numismatic  Bibliography”  is  a required  addition  to  your  book 
shelves.  It  is  the  only  modern  and  up-to-date  guide  to  numismatic  literature  conceived 
on  a broad  scale.  But  at  the  same  time,  if  you  have  the  slightest  potential  interest  in 
coins,  and  are  capable  of  reading  a printed  page,  you  will  find  that  Mrs.  Stefanelli’s  work 
will  provide  the  answer  to  your  problem.  No  informed  collector,  serious  student  of  mon- 
etary history,  or  numismatic  neophyte  can  afford  to  be  without  this  significant  volume. 
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
